IN TENT GITY 


Soviet Explorers Are 
Busy at Work on Sci- 
entific Duties 


| (By Wireless te the Daily Worker) 

NORTH POLE, via Moscow, June 

3.—Things are becoming so cozy 
and picturesque here at the North 
Pole that it will soon look like the 
world’s most unique summer resort. 

The homes of the wintering party, 
made of shimmering white snow 
bricks, are laid out in a patchwork 
of pink and white colored tents, run 
through with the motley shapes of 
sledges, skis, giant planes,’and an- 
gular ice-blocks, all set on the long 
white blanket of snow. 

The tents are all set up, and the 
Papanin tent is fixed up with all 
the latest conveniences—for North 
Pole explorers. A snow extension 
has been built out from the tent, 

It is quite warm and cozy inside 
this. tent, and the temperature 
nearer to that of the mainland to 
the south. As yet this cannot be 
said of the other tents, however. 

TALK WITH MAZURUK 

On the table a reindeer skin does 
service as a tablecloth, and the floor 
is covered by a warm, thick carpet. 

The general weather conditions 
are warm, but this has brought with 
it low visibility, preventing the 
plane piloted by Mazuruk, which 
landed some forty miles away, from 
taking off. 

Communication with the crew is 

maintained constantly, however, and 
no fear is felt for the members of 
it. 
The amount of building construc- 
tion has gone down. The housing 
shortage which originally existed is 
disappearing. The explorers are 
busy with the many other items that 
have to be taken care of before 
most of the party leaves for the 
mainland, leaving four scientists to 
remain for the year. 

The shapes of homie-made boilers 
rise up alongside each of the 
planes, for melting down water from 
ice and snow.

When Admiral Richard E. Byrd 
came back from the North Pole 
in 1926, he was such a national 
hero that even the president of 
the United States went out to 
meet him, and Congress voted 
him medals. 

But when he went looking for 
money to outfit his second ex- 
pedition to the South Pole, he 
might just as well have been 
some slob nobody ever heard 
about. 

Byrd's story is that of science 
under capitalism. 

The Soviet expedition to the 
North. Pole makes it worth while 
to recall what capitalism does to 
science, and how it differs from 
science in the Soviet Union. 

Under capitalism, you have & 
picture of science chained to the 
cash register. 

SCIENCE IN USSR 


And it stands out in clearer | 


outlines in the light of the ex- 
alted position science holds in the 
Soviet Union. 

Scientists everywhere were filled 
with admiration and envy over 
the Soviet expedition to the 
North Pole. They applauded the 
achievement, and envied the af- 
fectionate interest and unlimited 
support given by the Soviet gov- 
ernment and the Soviet people. 

Contrasting with this is the 
tragic account — full of humilia- 
tions, disappointments, heart- 
breaking discouragement, and ac- 
tual hostility—of exploration in 
America. 

The story is written poignantly 
in Admiral Byrd’s private files, 
where 30,000 letters disclose how 
he had to plead, coax, wheédle, 
cajole and just plain beg. He 
tells of how these letters were 
written, in his book, “Discovery— 
The Story of the Second Byrd 
Antarctic Expedition.“ 

WORLD-FAMOUS 


Now, Byrd was not just any- 
body when he went looking for 
money. He was a world-famous 
flier and explorer. He had flown 
over the North Pole and the 
South Pole, and it was Byrd who 
had been counted on to do what 
Lindbergh later. did.

Pontiac Halts an 


Ancient Skin Game 


„ Pontiac, Mich., is on the map. 
No one can doubt that today. Its work- 
ing people have put it first among American 


communities, in calling a halt to an ancient 


and discreditable skin game. 

To the United Automobile Workers local 
union in that city goes the credit for this 
refreshing development. 

For a long time, it has been the practice 
of the profit-making classes to boost prices 
whenever wages went up. They tried that 
in*Pontiac. No sooner did the union auto 
workers win higher wages, through the CIO 
drives, than the landlords held out their 
hands for higher rents. 

The landlords’ edict was: “Either—or.” 
Either pay tribute to the high rent racket 
or move. With housing scarce and with a 
great deal of it controlled by the General 
Motors Housing Corporation, there was small 
choice given in such an ultimatum. 

But thé local union of the United Auto 


Workers put down its foot. It was not merely | 
content to say “No” to this edict; it organ- 


ized the tenants to oppose any unjust rent 
rises. 

Now 15,000 Pontiac tenants, backed by 
the union, have declared a sit-down strike 
against the high rent racket. On June 1 
they refused to pay rent. If the landlords 
try eviction, they will find a long and ex- 
pensive fight on their hands. 

This sit-down in Pontiac has stirred 
Detroit, as well it may. Fifty thousand ten- 
ants now are considering a sit-down strike in 
the larger city. 

These are healthy signs. They can be 
heeded by other communities. 

While sitting-down, the tenants can 
alse bring pressure on the present Con- 
gress to do something real about public 
housing. It is nothing short of a national 
disgrace that this Congress has twiddled 


its thumbs so long on this vital necessity — 


for the American people.

. Dizzy Dean's suspension from the 
National League was continued yes- 
terday by President Ford Frick after 
a two-hour conference between 
Dean, Frick and Manager Frank 
Frisch of the St. Louis Cardinals. 

Dean was suspended yesterday for

Today Dean denied having made 
the statements attributed to him, 
refused to sign an apology for them 
and also refused to sign a state- 
ment that he had been misquoted. 

Frick withdrew his request for an 
apology to the league or to Umpire 
Barr. But Frick is adamant on one 
point: Dean must sign a repudiation 
of the quotations attributed to him 
in the Belleville, III., Daily Advocate. 
Until this is done, Frick says “Dean 
remains under suspension.“ 

Frisch said he would discuss the 
matter with Breaden by telephone 
this. afternoon. 

Under National League rules, Dean 
will draw no pay while under sus- 
pension. He has two courses of ac- 
tion if he wants to return to base- 
ball: 


1. After 10 days appeal to the 
board of directors of the National 
League which is composed of Sam 
Breadon, St. Louis; Gerry Nugent, 
Philadelphia; Powell Crosley, Jr., 
Cincinnati, and Judge Stephen Mc- 
Keever, Brooklyn.
